ous enterpriſes, giuing himſelfe over to the Syrers 
incantation of Luſt and laſciuiouſneſle: in the heate 
of which outrage,he determined to kill his brother 
Muſtapha, a Prince of great expeQation, whom as 
yer, ſome ſupernaturall prouidence had preſerued 
from death : Butnow to colour his pretences, ſuch 
was the law,ſuch was the cuſtome,nay,ſuch was the 
neceſlity of preſeruation, that as Nature.teacherth
